. Our Federal Riglits. 

The l^al organ of tlie political fraud 
•who niisrepresdnts this community at 
Ottawa is ohdeavoring to convince its 
few readers that this journal has proved 

. recreant to what, in the absence of a 

. .better* term, we may call the Federal 
'nglrte of British Columbia. In order 
Cd^ccomplish' that object it has not 
hesitated to put language in our mouth 
we never used, and 1^0 place the most 
Tiolent 'miioonstruotion upon language 
wo'did u'se.' 'Two pdinta are at issue: 
Shall Federal appointments in . British 
Columbia bo given to" BHtish Colum- 
bians V and Bhall BritiHh Columbia bo 
represented in the Federal Cabinet ? 
lu the -words of our New "WoKtmiiister 
contemporary of the 'Herald,' " with 
certain reservations, wo anawer Yea to 
both questions." We contend, and 
have done so aU along, (iiat Federal 
appointments in this Province should, 
80 far aa it can 'be done with due re- 
gard to the general interests of the 
service, be given to British Colum- 
biana; and wo liavG yet to learn that 
the Federal Governmeut haro shown 
any disposition to deviate from that 
principle, which they, themselvea, on- 
nounced at the first. When they do, 
it will be time enoug-h to prote.st and 
petition. So that, when our local con- 
temporary attempts to re present this 
journal as combatting " the principle 
of the bestowment of Dominion offices 
in British Columbia upon British Col- 
umbians, rather than upon stranpfors," 
it is guilty of a mean and dishonest 
act. As regards the second point, w« 
hope that at no distant day the Pacitic 
Province shall be represented in the 
Federal Cabinet, not, however, by one 

■ who shall owe bis elevation to con- 
temptible trickery, but to the posses- 
sion of good common sonso, a reason- 
able amount of modesty, and the con- 
fidence and support of his colleagues 
from the Provmce.

The people of this Province 
never expressed , suci^i a wish,;, nor 
have they tlio remotest desire that 
such Hhouid be tho case....

\)Osition of BIr. DeCosmos. ICo knew 
very well the calibre of his collenguo.s,

TEMPOHAIiY l!Lr;CTION LAW. 

Sir John A. Macdonuld moved for leave 
to introduce a Bill to provide for a tem- 
porary election law. He stated that he 
did not intend to go on with the election 
bill this session, but proposed that it 
should bo prmted and distributed with 
the Ballot clanso during tho recess. A 
doubt had been raised as to whether, hav- 
had an interim Flections Act, and that 
having expired, we can fall back on tbo 
British N(jrth America Act. His own 
opinion was that the provision made by 
tho I^arliamont of Canada, being only for 
a toinporary jieriod, tho operation of the 
Britioh North America Act came into 
force again.

SUPPLY. 

Tho item of S:i50,000 for Pacitic Hail- 
way surveys in 1873 was passed without 
much discussion ; but the "item of S5IJ0,- 
OOO for continuing tho surveys and locat- 
ing the line in 1874 gave rise to a lengthy 
debate. 

Hon Mr. Langovin stated thattbeSSOO,- 

00() was to forward tho surveys from tiio 
.ilst of July, 187;i, to the 1st of Janitary, 
1874; and not only tho surveys, but to 
locate the line from Red liiver to Ijake 
Nipissing, uiul as w.ill to jjroceoil with 
tho Branch Lino from Fort Garry to 
-\inerican territory.' If tliis money was 
not given", tho surveys would have to stop 
in .July. 

Hon. Mr. TiUi-y referred to tlip articles 
iu the (Jl/)',,' in favour of a Pacific Kail- 
way and tho way in which the articles Imil 
boon received liy lji'ili.sli Coluuibin, as an 
exjiressiou of ojiinion of tho public of 
Ciauada. Ho charged, the hon. member 
for Dambton and gontleinonopposito with 
obstructing this great work from tho voiy 
outset. , 

The opposition contended that it was 
not right that Parliamontshould be asked 
tu vote this money. It looked aa if tho 
Qovornmunt had no faith in tbo succobs 
of Sir Hugh Allan's negotiations, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie assorting that it was very well 
kuown those nogotiation.s had failed. 
. Sir John saiil it was not known to the 
Government. Their infornuvtiou wont to 
allow that the company was making great 
progress. In any ease these surveys must 
go <jn, and tho expenditures would bo 
paid back by the ('oni[iany. Jloney could 
not be got from England in time for that. 
I'hey should not bu obliged to break up the 
ou^'inoering stair which was so widely scat- 
tered, and whoever had the charter would 
hnve to re[)ay tho money expended for 
sueU survey. Supposing the building of 
the road was postponed i'or two years, the 
pledge of tho Government was to build 
the road, whether by the intervention of 
the tloiernment themselves, through the 
Pulilic Works Department, or by a new 
cuuipany, and these surveys must in any 
ease be continued. Tho Minister of Pub- 
lic Works had read a statement of the 
survey, which had been considered satis 
factory by the Houao. It was quite clear 
that if Sir Hugh Allan did not succeed 
the Dominion bad to pay the money for 
surveys. (Applause.) 

The item was passed.

Mr. Thompson, of Cariboo, asked if 
lion. gentlem-Mi oiipo-^ito thotight the 
moinberB from the distant provinces, who 
Were anxious to pet to their iiomes now, 
Would return here on the 2d of July to 
listen to the ridiculous aasortiona which 
w-oiild bo lirought before tho Houso by 
hoii. genthunon ojjposite. They were now 
making a hliaiu rejictition of the sliaui 
lUotion which Ihoy had previously 
brought before the Hou.^e. By means of 
these ridiculous motions they wore on- 
doavoring to impede the legislation of the 
Country, (cheers.) They thought that in 
July, when the members from tho dis- 
tant provinces would be absent, thoy

Harrndine, steward of ijno of his estates, 
to whom lie had already telegraphed to 
meet ham at Cambridge. One ran as fol- 
lows : 

IlMiitADiNK: — My body will be found in 
the river, at the nearest point from tho 
Ball Hotel, after turning to the loft from 
tho dam. Delawahb. 

Tho second ran thus: 

llAltiiAUiNE:— -I havo boon tho causo of 
the death of Miss .Vnnie Nethercote. who 
lias becu living under my jn-ctection. I 
could not survive thi.s, nor would tho law- 
allow it, so I shall be found in tho river. 
Send word.to B^rringfiejd^hat J shall not 
bo thero. "' ' DEi^iwAiiK. 

At the inipu'st tho doctor^who had at 
teu'leil Nciliorcote, at Lord Delaworr'aro 
quest — he bad no previous acquaintance 
with the lotter— from last September toi 
licr death on April 6th, stated that she 
diodfrom syncope, resulting from irri'ta- 
tioti of the stomach; The irritation seem- 
(id to proceed from the use of stimulants; 
she was a hard drinker, and Lord Dela- 
warr was afraid to give her' money lest 
she should spend it in" this' way. His 
Lordship seemed Tory fond'of- her and e-x- 
ceedingly attentive to h.er. After her 
death ho was much agitated, and said ho 
fearod she had not badsulficiont nourish- 
ment. Tho doctor assured' him that there 
was no ground for this opinion.

Part of his property con 
sists of Kuolo Park, one of the hnest his- 
lui'ical parks and mansions in the country.

Habit and 
the association of i l,>:is have inui'iul us to 
tho practice of e.ii'th Inii ial, s;i that it 
soonis alarming even to disiuiss tho jiossi 
liility of such a method being displaced, 
yot tho incremation process, could it be 
carried out so as not to hurt thosensibili- 
ty of our nature whe;i bidding adieu to 
tho last vestiges of our fellow cre.ttuies, 
offers iHU-taiu advantages. \iy tim ju-.'sent 
procedure we lay the body in tin; earth to 
resolve itself into its original eli'inenls, liy 
tho slow and (could we witness it) tho le- 
volting process of ileeouiiiositiou. Wo 
preserve no traces of the material once so 
loved aud [irrtcious iu our eyes ; we rear 
uionuiunntal slabs, and coiunieinor.do the 
inteu.iity of our feeliug liy inscriptions. 
Would it not be inoro reasonable to de- 
compose the body liy incineration, iind 
retain in monumental uru.s, if so desired, 
tho ashes of our friends and relatives? 
Tiio question is one of iuerea-nng impor- 
tance viewed from a liy;3'ieuic and social 
[loint of view.
